Canadian requirement, thus destroying 
all marks aud other evidences of age 
that is of value to t hem.

He says there is 
no doubt that the outbreak between tho

dted in proof of this the testimony of 
two Filipino servants who wore sum­ 
moned to service in the army by Aguin­ 
aldo aud who dart'd not disobey, but 
who warned their American employers 
to keep within doors that night, as 
order* had been given to kill all Euro­ 
pean* found on the streets. 
Another 
evidence was the finding of 5,000 new 
knives stored in a Catholic church. 
Only the splendid discipline of the 
American troops prevented the massacre 
in Manila 
The bishop w as in London when the 
thrilling uew# of Dewey's victory came. 
It was universally understood there, he 
said, tttat it meant the permanent poses* 
aion of the Philippines by the United 
States 
To questions put to him why 
Dewey did not leave Manila after the 
victory, he said the short sightedness 
of the United State# government made it 
impossible. 
Dewey had not coal enough 
to carry him to the nearest American 
coaling station, and be was bound to 
take Manila in self defense. 
The whole 
history of the present Philippine situ* 
Dan showed such a natural aud logical 
and even inevitable course of events 
that tin United State# is bouud to as­ 
sert it# authority there. 
Anarchy and 
assassination, he declares, would follow 
the withdrawal of the United State* 
forces. 
Viewing the situation in the far east 
from the standpoint of a missionary of 
40 years in that part of the world, the 
bishop was impressed with the fact that 
it was the duty of the United States, 
forced upon it by the circumstances of 
the Spanish war. to hold the Phillip 
pines aud to preserve order aud extend 
civilized government in that vast region 
Moreover, in the interest of morality 
and christianity, he hoped for the disso­ 
lution of the Chinese empire, which he 
characterized os the most helpless gov 
eminent on the earth. 
In that event 
Russia should have a portion, giving it 
aa available Pacific port. 
England, 
though favoring the integrity of the 
Ckiuesc empire, already ha* in mind the 
valley of the Yank Tse Kiong as it* 
share. 
The United States ahould have 
it# portion of the coast opposite the 
Phili opines. 
Such a division of China would briug 
untold blessings to the people of that 
empire and would advance the civiliza­ 
tion of the whole world. 
If China falls to pieces, as nearly a1! 
well informed people believe she will, it 
would be unwise, if not morally wrong, 
to concede that the European nations 
have a right to Seale the destiny of that 
great empire without any reference tc 
America 
The United States must in­ 
evitably become the dominating naval 
power of the Pacific ocoaa, and if suck 
a future is in store tor her she certainly 
ought to hold an important section of 
the coast line of eastern Asia.

English are making a specialty of buy­ 
ing factories and railroad* and sugar 
lauds, while, a* stated, the French are 
anxious to acquire all the tobacco land 
possible. 
As this is being done offldal- 
ly by the French government, its sig­ 
nificance is regarded as most important 
and likely to hasten the announcement 
of a definite policy toward the island on 
the part of this government. 
As the French government has the 
tobacco monopoly, It can use all the to­ 
bacco grown on the island. In the prov­ 
ince of Pinar del Rio, where the best to­ 
bacco land in the island is situated, 
General Rosser had an option on a cer­ 
tain tract of good tobacoo land, consist­ 
ing of 12 acres. He allowed the option 
to lapse* one day and then hastened to 
renew it, but was told by the former 
owner that the land had been bought 
by the French government immediately 
fipou the lapse of his option. 
Tne gen­ 
eral traveled through this province on 
horseback, and said that everywhere he 
met the agents of the French govern­ 
ment, always in quest of land. 
“Good tobacco land can be had at 
from ♦IS to $i50 on acre, according to 
the improvements. 
If a certain tobacco 
plantation get* a reputation for raising 
a certain quality of tobacco, the load is 
immediately enhanced in value,” said 
the general, “while the land adjoining, 
which has not mode a reputation, but 
which is just as good, can be bought 
very cheaply, and will, when cultivated, 
be just aa good.” 
When asked about the sentiment for 
annexation, General Rosser said; “No 
man on the island with a dollar’s worth 
of property ever wants to see the United 
State* hag pulled down. 
They know it 
would mean anarchy, chaos and op­ 
pression.”
